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I  Want  To  Belong 
To  Mankind! 

“Why  must  I  belong  to  a  particular 
group,  the  Jews?  Why  can  I  not  be  a 
part  of  mankind,  a  human  being  like 
all  others?”  Such  sentiments  are 
voiced  from  time  to  time  by  idealistic 
young  people  who  prefer  the  universal 
to  the  particular. 

They  are  not  alone  in  such  feelings. 
The  turmoil  of  our  times  has  wit¬ 
nessed  the  death  of  the  old  imperial¬ 
isms  and  colonialisms,  liberating  many 
subjugated  peoples.  New  egalitarian 
winds  are  blowing.  Everybody  is  equal 
and  alike  and  all  belong  to  the  com¬ 
mon  mass  of  humanity. 

Jewish  tradition  has  something  to 
say  on  the  subject.  Its  great  prophets 
were  the  most  ardent  national  patriots 
but  yet  they  spoke  of  the  union  of  all 
peoples  in  an  age  when  nation  would 
not  lift  up  sword  against  nation.  They 
sang  of  God’s  love  for  Israel  but  they 
declared  that  Egypt  and  Assyria  were 
also  His  people. 

It  is  then  not  a  matter  of  “either 
or”  but  of  “both-and”.  Love  of  human¬ 
ity  is  not  merely  compatible  with  love 
of  one’s  own  people  but  actually  its 
fulfillment. 

To  speak  of  doing  away  with  all 
differences  among  peoples,  religions 
and  groups  in  favor  of  forming  one 
world  people  is  unrealistic.  Our  times 
are  seeing  not  less  but  more  peoples 
in  Africa,  Asia  and  the  Pacific.  But 
it.  is  unrealistic  also  because  loyalty 
to  one’s  people  draws  upon  deep  roots 
in  the  soul  of  the  human  being.  The 
normal  person  is  attached  to  the  soil 
where  he  was  born  and  feels  drawn  to 
his  own  people  with  whom  he  is  most 
familiar.  The  language  a  person  grows 
up  with,  the  festivals  of  one’s  child¬ 
hood,  the  songs  one’s  mother  sings, 
all  have  an  appeal  beyond  words  and 
reason. 

In  addition  it  would  be  undesir¬ 
able.  It  would  prove  disastrous  for  the 
human  spirit.  Love  of  one’s  people, 
one’s  faith  group,  is  a  stimulus  to  cul¬ 
ture.  Cultural  creations  may  be  uni¬ 
versal  in  purpose  but  they  are  partic¬ 
ularistic  in  origin.  They  are  rooted  in 
a  given  milieu,  drawing  their  sub¬ 
stance  from  specific  traditions,  ex¬ 
pressing  themselves  in  a  given  lan¬ 
guage  and  deriving  their  power  from 
their  sense  of  kinship  with  a  partic¬ 
ular  people.  Hebrew  prophecy,  Greek 
art,  Italian  opera  and  English  drama 
belong  to  the  world.  But  in  every  in¬ 
stance  they  reflect  their  specific  or- 
Ains.  To  do  away  with  all  differences 


among  peoples  would  mean  cultural 
anemia  for  the  world. 

Santayana  said,  “A  man’s  feet  must 
be  firmly  planted  in  his  own  country 
but  his  eyes  must  survey  the  world.” 
Judaism  goes  farther  and  says,  his 
heart  must  embrace  the  world. 

Indifference  to  one’s  own  people  or 
faith  is  no  proof  of  tolerance  or  liber¬ 
alism.  Loyalty  to  one’s  own  is  part  of 
a  larger  loyalty  to  humankind.

Shabbat  and  Snow 

At  least  once  during  each  winter, 
I  hope  to  have  the  chance  to  visit  the 
country,  to  see  the  snow-covered  fields 
which  are  at  rest.  Having  given  their 
best  during  the  Summer  and  the  Fall, 
they  are  now  tucked-in  under  a  vast 
blanket  of  snow,  dormant  though 
beautiful  as  another  winter  passes  by. 
And  the  country  is  so  quiet  in  the 
winter,  for  the  snow  acts  as  an  acous¬ 
tical  floor,  absorbing  sounds  and 
creating  an  incredible  stillness. 

In  recent  times  we  in  the  city  have 
felt  the  power  of  nature  in  the  winter 
as  blizzards  have  slowed,  if  not  stop¬ 
ped,  the  pulse  of  our  frenetic  city  life. 
And,  if  even  for  a  few  hours,  the 
quiet  of  the  country  enters  the  world 
of  otherwise  perpetual  noise,  though 
we  complain  of  the  inconvenience  of 
the  snow,  there  are  moments  when 
all  of  us  are  forced  to  stop,  to  rest 
and  to  listen  to  the  beauty  that  often 
passes  us  by. 

Something  of  the  snow-filled  acres 
in  the  country  and  those  rare  and 
fleeting  moments  in  the  city  is  a  part 
of  every  Jewish  week.  For,  once  a 
week,  one  seventh  of  the  time  we  live, 
Jews  are  bidden  to  change  their  pace, 
to  abandon  the  passion  for  acquisition 
and  the  pursuit  of  conquering  the 
world,  so  that  they  will  be  able  to 
listen  to  all  of  creation. 

To  be  able  to  listen  requires  a 
change  of  tempo,  something  which  will 
do  for  us  what  snow  can  do  for  the 
world.  It  requires  a  push,  and  that 
push  is  Shabbat.  But  Shabbat  comes 
summer  or  winter;  it  does  not  have 
bitter  cold,  winds,  or  slush  which  reg¬ 
ularly  accompany  it.  It  does  not  in¬ 
troduce  delays  and  inconveniences 
which  sometimes  last  for  weeks  on 
end.  Shabbat  is  only  the  moments  of 
stillness  and  tranquillity,  of  peace  and 
celebration  which,  to  us,  ought  be  a 
regular  part  of  life.

Single  Parents’ 
Workshop  Starts 

The  first  session  of  the  PAS  SIN¬ 
GLE  PARENTS’  WORKSHOP  will 
take  place  on  Monday  evening,  Jan¬ 
uary  22nd  at  8  : 15  p.m.  The  subject  will 
be  “Growing  as  a  Single  Parent,”  a  dis¬ 
cussion  to  be  led  by  Mrs.  Betty  Cholst, 
Director  of  Social  Services  at  the 
Bernstein  Center  of  the  Jewish  Theo¬ 
logical  Seminary.  All  Jewish  men  and 
women  who  are  single  parents  — 
whether  they  have  custody  of  children 
or  not  —  are  cordially  invited  to 
attend. 

For  some  time  now,  the  number  of 
single  parents  within  the  Jewish  com¬ 
munity  has  been  on  the  rise.  There¬ 
fore,  in  order  to  enable  such  parents 
to  meet  with  each  other  to  explore 
their  own  interests  and  needs,  as  well 
as  to  provide  a  context  for  helping  to 
strengthen  the  Jewish  life  of  such 
families  within  our  community,  Park 
Avenue  Synagogue  is  launching  its 
SINGLE  PARENTS’  WORKSHOP. 

The  title  of  the  initial  meeting, 
“Growing  As  A  Single  Parent,”  effec¬ 
tively  states  the  approach  of  this  PAS 
Workshop.  Many  people  who  undergo 
divorce  or  bereavement  feel  that  it  is 
suddenly  impossible  to  grow.  Some¬ 
times  it  seems  as  if  the  curtain  has 
come  down  on  personal  development 
and  all  one  can  hope  to  do  is  cope 
with  an  innumerable  number  of 
problems.  The  SINGLE  PARENTS’ 
WORKSHOP  is  dedicated  to  the  belief 
that  everyone  can  and  must  continue 
to  grow,  that  fathers,  mothers  and 
children  continue  to  exist  and  develop, 
even  if  they  must  adjust  to  a  signif¬ 
icant  family  change.  That  growth 
should  be  personal,  and  that  growth 
should  also  be  Jewish.  The  SINGLE 
PARENTS’  WORKSHOP  seeks  to  act 
as  a  forum  for  Jewish  single  parents 
to  discuss  their  concerns  with  each 
other  and  with  experts  who  may  be  of 
help. 

Mrs.  Betty  Cholst  is  the  Director 
of  Social  Services  at  the  Bernstein 
Center,  and  in  that  position  trains 
Jewish  leaders  for  counselling  people 
with  marital  and  other  problems.  She 
is  a  psychotherapist  in  private  prac¬ 
tice  and  is  experienced  in  working 
with  single  parents’  groups. 

All  Jewish  single  parents,  men  and 
women,  are  invited  to  attend.

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A  Hanukkah  Message 
from  Religious  School 

As  Hanukkah  coincides  with  the 
winter  recess  this  year  the  students 
of  the  Religious  School  will  be  missing 
out  on  many  class  and  school  festiv¬ 
ities  during  the  holiday.  However,  all 
of  our  pupils  will  be  prepared  to  light 
the  Menorah  in  their  homes  and  to 
chant  the  blessings.  They  will  be  well- 
acquainted  wTith  the  historical  back¬ 
ground,  observances,  games,  foods  and 
be  able  to  sing  the  many  songs  of 
Hanukkah  with  real  enthusiasm. 

The  students  have  covered  an  in- 
depth,  graded  curriculum  on  “Hanuk¬ 
kah  of  Then.”  Also,  great  stress  has 
been  given  to  the  significance  of  this 
holiday  in  our  times.  Assimilation 
into  the  most  sophisticated  of  civiliza¬ 
tions  versus  retention  of  one’s  reli¬ 
gious  and  cultural  integrity  is  being 
currently  debated  in  the  upper  grades. 

Hanukkah  is,  perhaps,  an  all  too 
familiar  festival.  Because  of  this,  an 
effort  has  been  made  to  study  Hanuk¬ 
kah  from  different  approaches  this 
year.  To  rediscover  Hanukkah  for  our¬ 
selves,  by  ourselves,  is  one  of  the 
goals.  Historically,  Hanukkah  does  not 
signify  a  supernatural  miracle.  It 
demonstrates  the  victory  of  spirit 
and  conscience,  another  value  to  be 
researched. 

Students  will  study  the  Talmudic 
passage  which  deals  with  the  inter¬ 
esting  question  of  whether,  according 
to  Bet  Shammai,  “on  the  first  day 
all  eight  candles  should  be  lit  and 
thereafter  gradually  reduced”  or,  ac¬ 
cording  to  Bet  Hillel,  “on  the  first  day 
one  is  lit  and  thereafter  they  be  pro¬ 
gressively  increased.”  Interesting 
questions  are  raised  from  these  view¬ 
points  affecting  many  areas  of 
Judaism. 


Camp  Ramah  1979 

The  Park  Avenue  Synagogue  con¬ 
tingent  to  Camp  Ramah  in  the  sum¬ 
mer  of  1978  returned  home  happily, 
having  grown  in  knowledge  and  spirit 
as  a  result  of  their  camp  experience.

tional  facilities,  sports,  music,  arts 
and  trips. 

Students  of  accredited  Hebrew 
Schools  are  eligible  to  attend  Camp 
Ramah  in  the  summer  of  1979.  The 
full  season  (eight  weeks)  of  camping 
is  open  to  students  who  enter  grades 
4-11  in  September  1979.  Students  en¬ 
tering  grades  4-7  may,  as  an  alterna¬ 
tive  choice,  attend  the  camp  for  one 
month  of  camping.  There  are  two  ses¬ 
sions  of  the  4-week  camp. 

Dates  for  the  full  season  are  June 
26  through  August  20.  The  one-month 
sessions  are  June  26  through  July  23 
and  July  24  through  August  20. 

For  children  who  register  before 
January  31,  1979  there  is  a  discount 
in  the  season  fee  (of  $100)  if  they  at¬ 
tend  the  full  season  or  $50  if  they 
attend  the  one  month  program.
